Before the Injunction Hearing, it is the petitioner's responsibility to contact the sheriff's office or other process 
server to verify that the documents were served and proof of service is filed with the Clerk of Circuit Court. The 
Court will not do this for the petitioner. If available in your county, another way to verify if the documents were 
served is to register with VPO (VINE Protective Order) on its website at www.vinelink.com. 


The Clerk of Circuit Court shall forward the Temporary Restraining Order to the sheriff and the sheriff shall 
assist the petitioner in serving the Temporary Restraining Order.
